REALISM 
IS it essential to know and to feel life in 
order to write about it, or to paint it? 
I 
recall reading about a painter who had just 
finished a relig-ious group subject, and he 
took it to the great Russian writer, Leo Tols­ 
toy and asked for his opinion of it. 
The writer looked upon the work of a rt 
and asked the painter if he sympathized with 
the subject of his work or if he had eyer ex­ 
perienced what he had so expertly put to 
canvas. 
The artist replied that he neither 
sympathized nor disliked the ceremonies. He 
had merely “represented life without under­ 
standing its purpose, neither loving nor h at­ 
ing its phenomenon.” 
The work of th at painter is probably for­ 
gotten, blit Tolstoy, who knew life, who had 
suffered in it, and who had sacrificed all hu­ 
man companionship finally that he might 
write as he felt, his books live! 
I once read that an evil minded man could 
not paint the face of a pure woman. 
I do 
not believe th at he can. 
He can show great 
genius and technique— but that essential of 
all perfect b ea u ty — pure beauty — cannot 
come from the brush of such an artist. Great 
works of art have silent souls sleeping w ith­ 
in the very paint and intermingling with 
every shade of color. 
The true realism is what comes out of the 
heart of a man or woman, not what his or 
her mere eyes see, or his or her hands exe­ 
cute. 
Also, honest realism is to love life, and to 
be happy, even in a world where there is so 
unhappiness, 
so 
much 
discord, 
so 
much 
falseness— with* illusions being shattered all 
along the way. 
A cynic isn’t a real person. 
He is only the representative of the form of 
one. 
Life is good. 
It was meant to he. for 
every human being, rich or poor, favored or 
unfavored. 
in order to make this life of ours good, 
however, we have to do something about it- - 
develop and continually improve all th at we 
have and are— and take life as it has come 
to us— without complaint.

Lisbon, N. Y.. Aug. 21 (AP)—Its 
front lines ripped into shreds by the 
fierce assaults of Pennsylvania’s 28th 
faced “certain defeat if notCOrfi 
division, the Regular first army faced 
“certain defeat if not annihilation" 
today in the widespread New York 
war maneuvers. 
Tile official war communique was 
issued last night after the invading 
“black army" was driven back from 
its Waddington-Madrid front to the 
vicinity of Raymondville. 20 miles 
away. 
The Pennsylvanians were assisted 
in 
the 
north 
by 
units 
from 
Maryland’s 29th division and the 
Marylanders added to the Regulars 
woes by capturing their food and 
supply trains. 
To reach safety the black army 
faced 
the 
difficult 
operation 
of 
crossing the Grass and Racquette 
rivers—and this under the guns of 
the 28th which barked throughout 
the cold, damp night. 
The reversal was unexpected—the 
defending “blue army” of the 28th 
ami 29th being largely foot soldiers 
while the first division is mechanized 
completely. 
In the south, Pennsylvania’s 23rd 
cavalry shared in the glory as it 
advanced some 18 miles around the 
south flank to reach the edges of 
Potsdam, far behind the enemy’ 
lines. 
In their swift rush, the cavalrymen 
charged a heavily defended bridge­ 
head at Colton, caught the defenders 
off guard and umpires ruled the 
“blacks” did not even have time 
for the demolition of the bridge. 
The 103rd and 104th cavalry were 
supported by the 75mm. howitzers 
of the 166th Field Artillery in their 
advance toward Potsdam, the bar­ 
rage 
scattering 
the 
enemy 
and 
throwing them into full retreat. 
One of the most daring exploits of 
the 28th division was carried out 
by the 28th Tank Company, Norris­ 
town, in collaboration with motor­ 
ized artillery and infantry of the 
Fifth Maryland regiment. 
Finding a weak spot in the "black” 
lines near Madrid Springs and Chase 
Mills, the tanks led a smashing 
assault 
which 
carried 
the 
units 
several miles into enemy territory. 
“The First Division was compelled 
to fight desperately to withdraw’ 
trom a tight spot,” said an official 
communique. 
Near Waddington. New York, the 
55th Brigade, including the 109th 
Regiment from Scranton and the 
110th Regiment from southwestern 
Pennsylvania, 
joined 
forces 
and 
moved forward about three miles J 
to Grass River after meeting slight: 
resistance. 
Yesterday was another bad day 
for “Martin’s Raiders,” the hit-and- ! 
run battalion of the 28th Division 
which started off the mock warfare 
yesterday by running right into 
heavy 
artillery 
fire 
and 
getting I 
"wiped out.” 
This time, the battalion was sur­ 
prised before dawn by a reconnais­ 
sance unit of Army Regulars which 
crept upon the “Raiders" while they 
slept. 
They were compelled to re­ 
treat and wait several hours before 
re-entering battle.
